ROY FP. FETERSON JR. ex-KSGHZ, 1927-1987 


It might be of interest to newer wembers of our club to know that 
Foy Feterson, of Waodbury, wha died on June 2, was one of the two 
founders of the GCARC. He and Van Turner, WEKE, along with their 
wives Anne and Lillian, gearched the Callbook and extracted the names 
of amateurs residing in Gloucester County. They sent cards inviting 
all to a meeting at the Woodbury Courthouse oan February 4, 1959. 
Appreximately thirty pesple showed up, Van was elected acting 
Fresident, and that was the beginning of our club. Ta the best of my 
knowledge, there are two current members of the GCARC who attended that 
first meeting. 


Roy let his license lapse several years later, but remained active 
in the electronics field until his retirement about a year age. 


Van Turner died while living in Milfeard, Delaware in 1975.

DX 


This article will try to help some of you whe would like toa start 
getting into DX, but have heard all about those awful pile-ups. Well, 
they can be very intimidating for the beginner and at times even for 
the "Big-Gun" and the "“Lil-Fisteal"; but, not to worry, this may help. 


There are nets that are called DX nets, what else, and here are a 
couple that you can try and see how they work. The W7FHO Family Hour 
14227, 1600-18007 and then again at 2600-01002. "Snomky’s Net" 
specializing in Africa and the Indian Orean 14183 +/- OEM at 1900-2130 
there abauts, the ET net am 14160 at 2100 3OZ, the INDEXA NET 14236 
at 2300Z and finally the Brown Sugar Net at 14509 at O3002. Here you 
will find a "Net Controller" who will call far stations in the various 
districts. 


Ok, naw yau have ta shout to get on the list. Eefore he calls far 
the various districts, he will normally anrmeuce what DX stations are on 


frequency; sa take your pick. Now you will hear some “Purists” wha 
will say "Wark DX on a list--Bah Humbug." Ok, let them make their 
remarks, whoa cares? If at any time a list should have been taken, it 
was when VU4APR an Andaman Island was an. That was a real mess. The 
DX xaperator had na cantreal and it was a mad-house trying ta work that 
station. If the operation had been "list" control, they could of 
worked twice as many stations as they did. So try getting on a list 


if you need some help in working same of that DX, if you would like toa 
get a held of for your DxXCC certificate. 


Remember, there are three ways to get your DX, (1) Mixed, (2) 
Phone, amd ¢€3) CW. You can get it all three ways or anly cane. I have 
it two ways, Mixed and CW.
